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INTRODUCTION 


A largo mass of Statistical data were collected and compiled in 
the Bureau of Statistics and Economics at the time of publication of 
the first Volume of the Statistical Abstract of Orissa. Out of these, 
only 72 tables were actually published in the first Volume. It was 
the intention then to issue the remaining 56 tables in Vol. II. 
However, it was not possible to publish the second volume imme¬ 
diately after the first was issued. Consequently there was a long gap 
which necessitated revision of certain tables. 

2, In this volume statistical data as collected previously have 
been presented in a revised form. This volume is complementary to 
Vol* I inasmuch as the data given here were not published in 
Vol* I and that the data refers to the same period, viz., the period 
since the formation of Orissa as a separate province (State) till the 
year 1952-53 and that both taken together present a fairly compre¬ 
hensive and integrated picture of Oiissa, It is for this purpose the 
present volume has been entitled Volume U and not Vol II. 

3. A more detailed, revised and comprehensive volume of the 
Statistical Abstract of Orissa—Vol. II, containing abstract statisti¬ 
cal information in respect of the State for the period from 1945-46 to 
1955-56 is already in the press. It is now the intention that from 
Vol, III onwards the Statistical Abstract of Orissa will be issued 
annually. 

4* Departments of Government and interested public are 
requested to make their needs known to the Bureau and put forward 
comments and suggestions relating to the improvement of the 
publication. Such suggestions will be always welcome and carefully 
considered in planning future editions*
